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Introduction 


In giving this second Bibliography of Studies of Social 
Conditions in the Pittsburgh Area to the public, the same 
reasons for publication exist as were expressed in the intro- 
duction to the bibliography published in 1931. The first 
bibliography has proved to be an excellent means of 
co-ordinating research projects in the community and has 
made existing material more accessible. The second bibli- 
ography continues the work of the first and the two taken 
together cover the studies and reports relating to the Pitts- 
burgh area that have been published in the last fifteen years. 


In order to locate reports and studies for this bibli- 
ography, twenty-one sources were visited including the Car- 
negie Libraries of Pittsburgh, the four University and 
College Libraries, the Historical Society of Western Penn- 
sylvania, the Bureau of Business Research, and the social 
agencies with the most active research programs. At the 
same time a letter and a form were sent to one hundred 
and eighty local agencies and societies asking them to list 
their own publications and reports. Serious omissions or 
mistakes in annotations may occur in solicitation of items 
or in the transcribing of records. Notes of such omissions 
or corrections will be gratefully received. 


In selecting the items for inclusion in this bibliography, 
the concern has been primarily with social rather than 
economic conditions. However, sections such as “Business 
and Industry,’ “Employment and Unemployment” and 
“History” have been included because they are so much a 
part of the social background, and need to be brought to 
the attention of those who are considered to be the majority 
of the potential users of the bibliography. In fact, it might 
be said that the bibliography is all inclusive for social condi- 
tions and selective in related fields. For instance, the annual 
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reports of social institutions are included, whereas no annual 
reports of local business houses or manufacturing concerns 
are listed. 


In attempting to make this bibliography all inclusive on 
social conditions, more ephemeral material in typewritten 
and mimeographed form has been included. Much of this 
is not available in libraries, and in some cases only one copy 
of a listing may exist in the possession of the person or 
agency making the study. Some of the items are listed as 
confidential. The reader may find additional items not so 
listed that an agency would be reluctant to make available 
for general use. These conditions may cause the reader some 
inconvenience, but it seems better to list ephemeral and 
confidential material rather than to omit it. 


The items that are available in Carnegie Library of 
Pittsburgh are indicated by the call number at the end of 
each annotation, and a few items are indicated as being in 
the libraries of the Pennsylvania College for Women, the 
University of Pittsburgh, and the Historical Society of 
Western Pennsylvania. A goodly number of the items that 
are not available at the libraries are in the possession of 
the Bureau of Social Research but are available there to 
a limited extent. This limited facility is necessary since 
the Bureau is not equipped with space for readers or with 
a home-loan service. 


Some of the reports and studies do not have title pages, 
and it has been necessary to determine the title, author, 
and various other items necessary for a description of the 
study. When such procedure was necessary the part of the 
annotation secured in this manner has been indicated by 
brackets. 


In order to avoid listing an item under two or more 
headings, a subject and author index has been prepared 
which should overcome the limitations of a rigid classifica- 
tion. In fact, the index is a better aid to the use of the 
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bibliography than the subject classification and the reader 
is strongly urged to consult it. 


Grateful acknowledgment is made of the courteous and 
efficient service extended by the libraries and the excellent 
co-operation of the social agencies. The initial work was 
done by Heloise Carroll Handcock under the editorship of 
Edith Miller Tufts. Mrs. Handcock was assisted by Edward 
E. Keifer and Janet Wilson Gass whose services were pro- 
vided by the Department of Sociology, University of Pitts- 
burgh, as a part of the college student program of the 
Federal Emergency Relief Administration. Hilda Courage 
brought the items into the first typewritten manuscript 
form. Some final editing was done through the volunteer 
services of Mildred Stahl Fletcher. Virginia Ammons, whose 
services were supplied by the National Youth Administra- 
tion, type the final manuscript. The services of Ann Kline 
in filing and indexing the studies received currently by the 
Bureau has contributed much to the comprehensiveness of 
the bibliography. Further acknowledgment is made of the 
services of all of those people who take a mutual responsi- 
bility for the manuscript and without whose assistance it 
would have been impossible to have brought the project to a 
culmination.
